« A Proclamation for preventing the Plundring, Spoyling, or Robbing of any His Majeſties ubjettr, 
and for reſtraining of ſlragling and Iile People from following the Army, as likenie for fupply- 
ins Hu Majeſties Army with neceſſary proviſions during ther «March. 


HEREAS by Ourgratious Proclamation of the twenty fifth of November laſt paſt, We took notice af the great 

JJ miſcry and ruine falling, and likely to fall upon Our good Subj Qs (if not timely prevented.) by the Plundring, 

Spoyling and Robbing of their Houſes, andtaking from them rheir Mony, Plate, Houſholdſteffe, Horſes, Cartell,and 

other goods, in deteftation of which barbarous, and urflawfull proceedings, and-in tender commileration of the fut- 

ferings of Our People, Wedidthen declare,That if any cither Officer or Souldier of Our Army of Horſe or Foot 

ſhould from henceforth, Plunder, Spoyle, or Robbe, any of Our People, ortake from them any of their Mony, 

Plate, Houſholdſtuffe, Horſes, or other Carell, as likewiſe any Vicuall,or Commodities goingrto, or trom-Our 

Mai kets, upoh compiaint mauc thereof, the Commanacr, or Onicer it Chicre of fuch Qu2rter where the fat was 

committed, was required to proceed againſt any ſuch Of-ndar, by the T.aw Martiall, without favouror connivance, 

and to caufe him or them, ſo offending, to be executed without mercy (asinand by the ſame Prochmation more at 

| large appeareth, ) Net vithſtanding which, tothe great and heavy grievanceand oppreſſion of Our People, We find 

that Our Commands therein have not been ( as We expected) fireightly obſerved. And having lately received Information that the oreat ſt 
part of thele Plundetings and Robberics committed on Our people, eſpecially by the taking away of Horſes and other Cattell in the {everall 
Marches and expeditions of Our Forces, are committed and done by Perſons no way liſted, or imployed in Our fervice, or under any Com. 
mand, and by Volunticrs out of other Troopes, not commanded upon preſent {ervice, following Our Army tor Spoyle and Pillage; We doc 
therefore charge and Command all perſons whatſocver, but ſuch asare or ſhall be licenſed by the ſuperior Officers of Our Army, or ſuch of Our 
200d Subjects as ſhall offer their ſervice for Our aſſiſtance, and be received into Our Army upon their March, or as ſhall be of ſuch Forces, as ſhall 
be ſent upon any expcdirion,that they forbeare to follow, or attend Our Army or forces, orto take away any Mony, Plate, Goods, Horſes or 
Cattellfrom any of;Our Subjes whatſoever: Andifany ſhall offend, Spoyle, Robbe, Pillage, or Plunder, inthe leaſt kind, contrary to this Our 
Proclamation, or take any Horſe, Mony,Plate, or other goods, from any of Our Subjects without eſpeciall warrant of their ſuperior Officer 
then commanding Our ſaid Army, Wedoe require and Command all the Officers and Souldiers of Our Army, and all other Our Officers a::d 
loving Subjects, to apprehend him orthem ſo offending againſt this OurProclamation,and to bring them beforethe Commander in chiete of ſuch 


A.» ar Forces, whom We require and authorize forthwithto cauſe him orthem,1o offending, to be hanged without mercy, andto ſee that re.
